Shortages in Chicago w heat Cargoes. 

The frequent occurrence of shortages in 
wheat cargoes, which it is suid can be traced 
directly back to Chicago elevators, is causing 
some stir among the trade generally, and ves- 
se] owners whe bave been victimized in par- 
ticular. Some time since a shortage of no 
less than 749 bushels of wheat was discovered 
on the eargo of one propeller, the cargo being 
loaded at the Rock Island, Northwestern and 
Illinois Central elevators, and the deficiency 
traced to the Rock Island and lllinois Central 
houses. In aprevious case a shortage of 335 
bushels was reposted, this car aiso being 
loaded from tne Dlinois Central elevator. Both 
cargoes were weigbed out atthe Tift elevator 
at Buftalo and reweighed into the cars and 
found shert im each instance. The elevator 
men, of course, claim thatitis impossible the 
error could have occurred with them, and itis 
probable judicial proceedings will be taken to 
discover en whom the loss is to be saddled.
